“* Old Government House ” was the seat of the lieutenant- Bink 
governor in New Brunswick and replaced an earlier building es 
destroyed by fire in 1825. Through its doors have passed the politicians and 
administrators, the entrepreneurs and developers, the educators and innovators who have 
shaped the province of New Brunswick. It was abolished as the official residence in 1894. 
Since then, it has seen use as a temporary school for the deaf, a battalion station as well 
as a military hospital in the First World War, and finally headquarters for the R.C.M.P. “J” 
Division. Through all this, the building has gracefully resisted the effects of time.
